Parts of a 22- 
calibre rifle were found near one 
of the bodies. 
The blast, which occurred

yesterday afternoon, shattered at 
least 200* windows in Scottdale and 
wrecked windows in the village cl 
Hegentown, four miles from the ex­ 
plosion. An invalid woman seated 
at a window 400 feet away was cut 
about the face, arms and shoulders 
by a shower of glass.

can be found in the wild sfa'e or 
may readilv be cultivated in P en n ­ 
sylvania, Dr. E M. Gress. state bo­ 
tanist. said today. 
In western Pennsylvania recently 
Dr. L. K Darbaker of the Univer­ 
sity of Pittsburgh faculty, found 259 
different medicinal plants. An even 
longer list might be compiled in the 
eastern part of the state. 
Most of the better known herbs 
or medicinal plants are native to 
Pennsylvania soil. This list includes: 
quack grass, calamus 
poke weed, 
golden seal, goldthread, black co­ 
hosh, May apple, blood root, wild 
indigo, 
wild 
sarsaparilla, 
ginseng, 
pleurisy root, stone root, dandelion 
burdock, pepperm int and spearmint. 
Herb farming is one of the oldest 
forms of American agriculture.

century ago the Shakers founded a 
community devoted to the cultiva­ 
tion of medicinal planLs. 
A Shak *r 
catalogue of 1849 lists about 150 herb 
products. 
No longer is herb farming found 
on a large scale In Pennsylvania 
Many farms cultivate small patches 
of ginseng if the natural habitats 
are available, or they may market 
small quantities of other medicinal 
plants, but labor casts are too high 
in this »state for herb farming on a 
large scale.

son, Kas, 
“Hopes for new industrial uses f o r ’ 
apples and peaches is one of the 
things to which we have turned our; 
attention,'’ said Dr. Barnard.

thing resembling cellophane from 
apple pectin,” he continued. 
“So it 
is quite possible th at apples might 
be used for the cellulose wrapper 
now widely used as a casing 
for 
sausage.” 
C ommercial Possibility. 
The idea of perfume was suggested 
he said, “by memories of the deli­ 
cious odor from my m other’s kitchen 
after she had made a kettle of apple 
butter.”

dirigible genius, today planned to 
confer with government authorities 
and file a formal plea with Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt for an adequate sup­ 
ply of the non-explosive helium for 
commercial use in the Nazi trans- 
Atlantic Zeppelins. 
Government sentiment on the re­ 
lease of restrictions on

helium was revealed in an unoffi­ 
cial poll of five government depart- j 
monts named by thp president to 
study and report on the question.
